Two 
witnesses for the Commonwealth tes- 
tified to the identification of defendant 
but admitted that they saw only his 
back, did not see his face. An alibi 
was successfully made out. Rev. Lyles 
and a number of others testified that 
the defendant -was in the store of Rev. 
Lyles on that date upon which offense 
was alleged to have been committed. 
Jan. 28th. That he was there at the 
time the alleged stealing was said to 
have taken place and bought a ham 
that day and "the books of the store 
sustained the 'testimony. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty.

The defendant was a young tramp 


about 23 years of age who on "Friday, 
Jan. 29, last, met Miss Blanche Gal- 
lagher on. Unlucky Hill on Chambers- 
burg pike near Cashtown. and after 
passing her sneaked up behind her, 
caught and threw her to the ground, 
closing her mouth against outcry with 
his handkerchief held against her face, 
overpowering the girl he fiendishly as- 
saulted her. He made an attempt to 
escape toward Chambersburg but was 
caught by a brother of the girl -and a 
constable of Franklin county. 


This fte&d received the full sentence 


of the law. fifteen years in the Eastern 
Penitentiary. 
The only fact known 


about him was that he was a native 
of New York City. It is the opinion 
of those who saw him in jail that he 
was a criminal and had done time in 
another prison, as he had the faculty 
of conversing without moving his 'lips, 
something said to be acquired by pris- 
oners. He dropped a remark soon af- 
ter being taTcen to jail that he would 
not be here when time came for MB 
trial and Sheriff Fissel immediately 
placed him 'in the granite cell so thar 
there would he no possible chance dE 
a miscarriage of justice by an escape. 
Deputy Sheriff George Fissel, with 
Maurice Parr of Mountpleasant town- 
ship, as his deputy, took this fiend to 
the penitentiary at Philadelphia on 
Monday morning by first train on the 
Reading railway and had him securely 
handcuffed to prevent any attempted 
escape.

\Var. The story of the apron, as far 
as Perseverance Lodge is concerned. 
opened at Gettysburg, on July U, 1S(>3. 
it was found lying among the rocks 
on Culp's Hill, at the conclusion ot the 
second day's struggle by John Kunkle 
of Harrjsburg. 
Mr. Kunkle presented 


it to Perseverance Lodge on October 
1L\ 1803. 


For some years the apron was hung 


on the lodge room walls, but finally 
it was taken down and stored with 
many other relics in a drawer in a 
cabinet. 
In March, 1908, Dr. John M. 


J. Raunick, at that time worshipful 
mastef of Perseverance Lodge, in rum- 
maging through the cabinet, came 
across the old apron. He examined it 
closely and discovered on the back the 
stenciled name, E. L. Fonda, and also 
the name of the Massachusetts manu- 
facturer of such emblems. 


Hoping to find the original owner, 


if he yet lived, Dr. Raunick wrote to 
Boston, asking if a man of that name 
lived there or whether any record of 
the sale of the apron had ever been 
kept. He received a negative answer. 
This occurred in March of last year. 
His next move was to write to the 
adjutant general of the war depart- 
ment. There also nothing could be 
learned. 


Two letters were next written to 


the secretary of the war department. 
In answer to the second he received 
word that a man answering to that 
name of E. L. Fonda had enlisted on 
August 11, 1S62, in the 14th New York 
Infantry, which was a part of the 
Army of the Potomac. 


Then Dr. Raunick wrote to the ad- 


jutant general of Xew York and the 
Grand Lodge of Masons in that State. 
They could impart no further infor- 
mation. A third letter to the war de- 
partment brought an answer referring 
him to the pension department. 


It was at this point that the doctor 


received 
the 
most 
encouragement. 


From the pension department he learn- 
ed that E. L. Fonda lived in Waterbleit 
New York. Four letters Dr. Raunick 
despatched to Waterbleit. Not one was 
returned and no answer was received. 
The fifth letter the doctor made very 
strong and insisted upon a reply. 


A short time afterwards, 
namely, 


March 17, 1909, a letter was received 
from Averhill Park, N. Y. 
It was 


written by Edward L. Fonda himself. 
He said that he had received a pack- 
age of several letters, written by Dr. 
Raunick and was now answering the 
first. He also stated that he intended 
looking at once into the cause of de- 
lay. 


"I moved from Waterbleit to Aver- 


hill Park a short time ago," wrote Mr. 
Fonda. "I was born in West Troy. 
now Waterbleit, Albany county, New 
York, on March 11. 1831. I bought the 
apron in 1853, after I had joined the 
Pawtucket Lodge. Lowell. Massachus- 
etts. and remember distinctly wearing 
it for the first time at Bunker Hill, 
when the statue was unveiled there to 
General Joseph Warren. 


"1 enlisted in the 14th New York In- 


fantry in 1S62 and we were assigned 
to the Army of the Potomac. 
The 


apron I had with me. stored in my 
knapsack. 
On May 1 our regiment 


was transferred across the Rappahan- 
nock river to join the rest of the army. 
This was the opening day of battle of 
Chancellorsville. and and in the hurry 
of forming I lost my knapsack. 
I did 


not miss it until in the midst of the 
fighting, hours later, and I never ex- 
pected to recover it. 


"I took part in the battle of Gettys- 


burg, where you say it was found. Our 
regiment 
was stationed 
at 
Little 


Round Top. My full name is Edward 
Learned Fonda, and I now reside on 
a farm a few miles from Averhill 
Park." 


Thorugh this letter and several sub- 


sequent ones Dr. Raunick had no trou- 
ble in identifying the owner and final- 
ly the matter was placed before Perse- 
verance Lodge. It voted unanimously 
to present the apron to the original 
owner. The apron was sent to Mr. 
Fonda on April 15. 1909, and two days 
later a letter of fervent thanks was 
received from the happy veteran. 


"The apron," he wrote, "is nearly as 


good as new and I must thank Perse 
verance Lodge for taking such excel- 
lent care of it. My wife had pressed

highway, or as to endanger property or 
life or limb of any person: but no per- 
son shall drive a motor vehicle at a 
rate of speed exceeding one mile in 
two and one-half minutes-." Where the 
local authorities in built up portions 
put up the sign •'Danger: run slow." 
the speed limit is one mile in five min- 
utes. When a motor vehicle meets a 
street car stopping to take on or let 
off passengers it must stop. There are 
all sorts of provisions for taking out 
licenses, numbers and lights, and pen- 
alties for violations. 
All automobiles 


must be registered with the state high- 
way department according to horse 
power. A machine having twenty horse 
power or less will cost $."> 10 register: 
twenty to fifty horse power SlU; over 
fifty horse power $15; motor cycles §2. 
License will be granted chauffeurs at 
$2 each and agents of the state locat- 
ed in various cities will receive the 
registration fees.

al powers to the State Live Stock San- 
itary Board to dispose of diseased cat- 
tle and make such prosecutions as may 
be necessarv.

The Man Who Retreats 


Before His Defeat! 


By Herbert Kaufman. 


Advertising isn't magic. There is no element of 


the black art about it. In its best and highest form 
it is plain talk, sane talk—selling talk. Its results are 
in proportion to the merit of the subject advertised 
and the ability with which the advertising is done. 


There are two great enemies to advertising 


profit, and both of them are caused by ignorance of the 
real functions and workings of publicity. 


The one is to advertise promises which will not be 


fulfilled, because all that advertising can do when it 
accomplishes most is to influence the reader of your 
copy to investigate your claims. 


// you promise the earth and deliver the moon ad- 


vertising will not pay^ you. 


If you draw men and women to your store on 


pretense and fail to make good, advertising will have 
harmed you because it has only drawn attention to the 
fact that you are to be avoided. 


It is as unjust to charge advertising with failure 


under these conditions as it would be for your neighbor 
to rob a bank and find yourself indicted for his misdeed. 
In brief, advertised dishonesty is even more profitless 
than unexploited deception. 


The other great error in advertising is to expect 


more out of advertising than there is in it. 


Advertising is seed which a merchant plants in the 


confidence of the community. He must allow time for 
it to grow. 
Every successful advertiser has to be 


patient. The time that it takes to arrive at results 
rests entirely with the ability and determination you 
display in the effort. But you cannot turn back when 
you have traveled half way and declare that the path 
is wrong. 


You can't advertise for a week and because your 


store isn't crowded say it hasn't paid you. It takes a 
certain period to attract the attention of readers. 
Everybody doesn't see what you print the first time 
it appears. More will notice your copy the seco-nd dayt 
a great many more at the end of a month. 


You cannot expect to win the confidence of the 


community to the same degree that other men have 
obtained it without taking pretty much the same 
length of time that they did. But you can cut short 
the period between your introduction to your reader 
and his introduction to your counters by spending more 
effort in preparing your copy and displaying a greater 
amount of convincingness. 


You mustn't act like the little girl who planted 


a garden and came out the next day expecting to find 
it in full bloom. Her father had to explain to her that 
plans require roots and that, although she could not 
sec what was going on, tJie seeds were doing their most 
important work just before the flowers showed above 
ground. 


So advertising is doing its most important work 


before the big results eventuate, and to abandon the 
money which has been invested just before results 
arrive is not only foolish but childish. It would be 
just as logical for a farmer to abandon his fields because 
he could not harvest his corn a week after he planted it. 


Advertising does not require faith—merely com- 


mon sense. If it is begun in doublt and deserted'before 
normal results can be reasonably looked for, the fault 
does not lie with the newspaper or with publicity— 
it rests entirely upon the head of the coward who 
retreated before Jte was defeated.

The Ever-Picturesque Seine. 


We have heard almost too much of 


the streets of Paris, and not enough of 
that street most distinctive of all—the 
River Seine. Flowing through 
the 


city for six miles, it is a highway, 
with its bateaux mouches. its bridges 
and its quays. Of a dark night, the 
Seine may seem to lugubrious fancy 
the symbol of death in the city's life 
abounding : murky death and inky 
crime, oozy and silent wickedness. 
Yet normally, even perhaps to sui- 
cides, the Seine is but the mirror of a 
city's mood. There are lights every- 
where—lights lengthened iu the water; 
the 
Louvre 
and the Conciergeric, 


shown iu the stream, are things fairer 
than their originals. 
It is better to 


look upon the eddying reflections of 
the bridges here than to stand in the 
Place de la Concorde, bright with its 
orange lamps iu honor of an Auto 
Show ; the lights 011 the Seine and its 
images are more alluring, more in- 
nately of Fairyland and Paris, than 
the gilded boulevards. Nor is it only 
iu the moonlight that the Seine has 
charms. The holiday sculler finds it 
a paradise for miles above the city: 
and there are ever such fishermen as 
Maupassant's Reuard. 
Line-fishing 


is more than a mild sport at Paris : 
even to watch its devotees seems to 
amuse your true Parisian. A legend 
tells us that iu the Commune days, 
when the Hotel de Ville was fired on 
aud a dark page written in the city's 
history, the Seine fishermen pursued 
their pastime imperturable. Aud the 
tale seenis likely enough as the sauu- 
terer watches the fisher-folk, whose 
leisure may be envied more than their 
occupation : and who are found not 
on the city quays alone, but in the 
banlieue, where the Seine's green bank 
is dabbed with villages in brown and 
red and gray, and where one stops to 
watch the peasant bathe their horses 
in the stream itself, rubbing them | 
down soon afterward by the river's 
brink. Within the city, there are men 
who clip poodles on the quays, and, 
higher, book- and picture-stalls with 
their merchants and shifting-groups of 
bargain-hunters—the Odeon

Woman's Christian Association to look 
for work. Here she almost lost her 
breath on being offered a position with 
the Association itself. 


In the course of her travels, Miss 


Green weut to New York, Philadel- 
phia, Boston and Chicago. She tells 
au interesting story. In conclusion 
she says: 


"In conclusion I simply wish to 


say that I honestly believe that I look 
and act very much like the vast ma- 
jority of girls seeking work in large 
cities. I believe that I made no great- 
er appeal to the sympathies of the 
charitably inclined than other girls 
do. Therefore I am usiifled in claim- 
ing that what I did in all three of 
these cities any girl possessed of 
ordinary intelligence and a willing- 
ness to work can do—find immediate 
work aud shelter that will lead to the 
better things, to business and social 
advancement, and to contentment in 
the wage-earning field."

During the 
month of March he sold 0,500 pounds 
of milk from 2:J head of cows. 


Adams county furnishes the raw ma- 


terial for the busy Hoke lime kilns in 
Hanover. About 150 tons of limestone 
are burnt into lime there daily. The 
limestone are quarried near Bittinger. 
about three miles west of Hanover. 
Thirty-five men are employed in the 
quarries and at the kilns. The lime 
is noted as being the best in the coun- 
try,

administered for the "oppression" of 
the masses. Whenever money is al- 
lowed to make and administer the 
laws of the land, in the interest of 
money, the masses will suffer. Now 
look at the legislation on sugar, every 
poor man when he sits down at his 
table with say from six to a dozen 
children, he must sweeten his and 
their coffee with sugar at 2 cents 
pound more than it should be. If his 
sugar bill is $20 a year he should have 
at least $8 of this money that goes 
to build up monopoly and the trusts 
in his own pocket, while he and his 
poor family are eating their meal, ant 
are being robbed of 2 cents a pount 
on their sugar, he sees perhaps 25 big 
automobiles pass the house. He looks 
up the legislation regarding the tarif 
on them, he finds they are taxed 4? 
per cent. He at once sees the laws 
administered in the interest of money 
he is taxed 80 per cent, on his sugar 
and the rich on their pleasure sport 
ing machines are taxed only 45 per 
cent. What is the wealth of the coun 
try doing for the masses? The hard 
working farmers emptied their garn 
ers last fall, and received 90 cents pei 
bushel for their wheat. If they woult 
-want a bushel to-day monopoly and 
the trusts, say give us $1.40 per bushel 
So we can see what monopoly and th 
trusts, backed by a tariff are doing 
against the masses. There will be five 
millions made which simply must b 
taken from the consumers. Where i 
poor man must work hard a whole daj 
to make $1 and provide for a larg 
family, the trusts all over the coun 
try to-day are reaping their unjus 
millions, from the masses, therefor 
there must come a day of reckoning 
Millions tipon millions are squeezed 
out of the pockets of the masses an- 
nually by the 
many thousands of 


trusts. \vho flagrantly violate our laws 


Lesislators. And they are doing it 
under the protection of high tariff, 
which is the greatest evil that 'his 
government has to contend with. By 
the tariff and the sugar trusts, the 
people of this country to-day are pay- 
ing not less than $134.000,000 a year

Old Title Papers. 


Our neighbor, Samuel D. Reck, has 


shown us an interesting lot of old title 
papers, for a tract of laud in Mount joy 
Twp.. and every paper is over a hun- 
dred years old. There is one on parch- 
ment and the others have the form of 
the old style indenture, the top indent- 
ed or cut in scallops. 


The tract is part of the present Reck 


farm along Rock creek and near junc- 
tion of Marsh creek. The oldest deed 
from William Stewart of Cumberland 
township, York county to James Stew- 
art, of Mountjoy township, describes 
three tracts or parts or parcels of land 
along Marsh creek, the title of which 
is said to have been derived from the 
Commonwealth of Maryland. In the 
description it appears that the three 
tracts, were parts of land known as 
Benjamin's 
inspection. Frenchman's 


Purchase and Mount Misery, and Wil- 
liam Stewart had bought the laud from 
Benjamin McKinley in 1782. The con- 
sideration in the deed from Stewart's 
father to Stewart son was "love and 
affection he bears his son and also for 
the sum of five shillings." 


James Stewart obtains a warrant for 


122 acres and 139 perches from the 
Penns Dec. Iti, 1800, for the laud was 
in the section at one time claimed by 
both Pennsylvania ami Maryland. Jas. 
Stewart sold the tract April C. 1803 to 
John Agnew for C17 pounds, three shil- 
lings and six pence. The tract sold is 
along Rock creek, yet part of it is said 
to be part of one of the three tracts 
he obtained from his father. It must 
have been a good farm and a good 
price for those days, over one hundred 
years ago, when 122 acres sells for 
over $3,000, or more than $24 an acre.
